Urey was a versatile sriern- 
tist and his work contirued in 
many fields, includinz the 
entropy of gases, the absorp- 
Hon of spectra and structure’ 
of molecules. He was also 
interested in the chemistry 
of the origins of the earth and 
inu 1952 his book The Planets 
indicated how the principles of | 
physical chemistry could .be 
applied in this field of study. 


He contioued to be fertile with » . h, 
ideas and in 1962 was one of.“ 


the chief exponents of the 
novel idea that the moon had . 
mot been formed from the i 
earth, as posited in traditional 
Darwinian theory, but had been . 
formed independently. 

Ureys work brought him 
many ` honours from his own 
country and others. From this 
country he received fhe Davy ° 
Medal of the Royal Society and 
Foreign Membership of that 
society. Ta America received 
the National Science Medal, the 
Gold Medal RAS, the Chemical 
Pioneer Award of the American 
Institute of Chemists, and the 
NASA Exceptional Scientific 
Achievement Award, to name 
but a few honours.

The European Commission 
has accused Internatianal 
Business Machines (IBM) cf 
abusing its dominant position 


as a supplier of computing 
equipment within the Come 
munity. 


Ir. confirrmaed today that it 
had sent [BM headquarters ia 
Armonk, New York, 'a letter on 
December 19 Bhistirg a Dumber 
of alleged abuses under article 
86 of the Treaty of Rome. 

A spzkesman refused to give 
any derails of the Commissions 
complaint.s ' arguing that it 
provided for IBM to use against 
the Brussels autiorities if the 
dispute came t9 court. The 
Commissions Jetter, which is 
thought to be a weighty .dacu- 
ment,. is a first shot in what 
could become a long campaign. 

TBM has sald it is confident 
that it has fully complied with 
the rules of the EEC, and today 
confirmed that it would respond 
to the Commissian’s statement. 

JBM has two months ° to 
answer the EEC’s formal statc- 
ment of objections to its busi- 
ness practices. whereupon the 
Cormimission vrill decide either 
to drop the case or proceed 
against whar it considers to be 
abuses of the Communpity’s free 
competition rules, 

An investigation ‘of IBM's 
business practices in Eurnpe 
was started in July 1974 after 
eight rival computer companies 
had complained to Brussels. It 
is understood that the Comımis- 
sion has based its complaints on 
a study of IBM’s business be- 
tween 1974 and 1979,
